As a conſequence of the unanimous. conſent. 
of mankind to exchange the ſuperfluous goods 
of which they are poſſeſſed. for others which they 
want, and as an eaſy method of enabling every 
nation to acquire all ſorts of goods, according 
to the meaſure of their exigencies, gold and 
_ filver have generally been adopted to be the neceſ- 
ſary inſtrument of exchanges, and to ſerve for the 
valuation of other goods, which are rated every 
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where according to the value e of the coins which 


are current in the country. 


Tu fruitfulneſs of a country, the culture of 
land and the induſtry of the inhabitants are the 
great ſources of trade and of all the riches which 


men enjoy, and of the revenue of the crown; 
to theſe we owe all that the extent of the coun- 


try and the different advantages of the ſoil can 


produce, and the various uſes to which the pro- 


ductions of nature are applied, whether they be 


of our own growth or bought of foreigners. 


Whatever therefore promotes the culture and 
improvement of our land, whatever favours our 
manufactures, whatever facilitates their vent and 
exportation, and in fine whatever can improve 


our fiſheries and navigation is worthy of atten- 
tion and protection; for the greatneſs of the ſo- 


vereign, and the happineſs of the ſtate are fo far 
united with regard to agriculture, manufactures, 


arts and trade that all theſe things are equally 
_ beneficial to the ſtate and to particulars, and muſt 


inevitably increaſe the power of the ſovereign as 
well as the happineſs of the ſubjects, and afford 
to many the opportunity of receiving enjoy- 


ments with which they would — have

Pleaſure and expence: and it is an infallible con- 


ſequence of all induſtrious profeſſions to beget

_ Forexicn trade augments the power fakes |

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Ir is navigation and commerce which have 
made us rich and powerful, and enabled us for 
a long time to counterbalance all the powers of 
Europe. Tt is navigation and commerce which 


make Holland ſo powerful, tho' its dominion 


extends only over ſeven little provinces which do 


not produce the twentieth part of what is neceſſar 
to the inhabitants, which have enabled the Dutc 


to put to ſea ſuch a prodigious number of ſhips, 
to maintain conſiderable armies by land, and to 


make that ſmall country the general treaſury of

PEACE and good neighborhood, the encou- 


ragement of arts, manufactures and commerce, 
as they are agreeable to the intereſt of every 
particular ſtate, ſo they are beſt for the whole, 
and would contribute to render every particular 
country nfigitely more populous, and the peo- 


= 2% ple 
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ple much more happy, than any vain endeavors 
to aggrandize particular families at the expence 
of the human ſpecies: and ſo long as the hu- 
man nature continues to be delighted with an 
happy ſtate of things, a certainty of reaping the 
benefit of its labor, and enjoying liberty, ſo long 
will the ſtates which encourage virtue, economy 
and induſtry, and preſerve peace and good order 
at home, be ſure not'to want proſperity, to in- 
creaſe in arts, manufactures and inhabitants, even 
without uſing the expedient of general naturali- 
zation bills, and without ſuch encouragement 
that expedient will be of no avail. 


THERE 1s a concurrence of cauſes in human af- 
fairs which check the growth of trade and riches, 
and hinder them from being confined to one people. 
If one ſtate has got the ſtart of another-n trade, 
ĩt is very difficult for the latter to regain the ground 
it has loſt, becauſe of the ſuperior induſtry and 
ſkill of the former, and the greater ſtocks which 

its merchants are poſſeſſed of, which enable them 

to trade for ſmaller profit. But theſe advantages 
are compenſated in ſome meaſure by the low 
price of labor in the ſtate which has not an ex- 
tenſive commerce, and does not much abound 
in gold and filver. For the greater plenty of 
money is very limited in its uſe, and may ſome- 
times be a loſs to a nation in its trade with fo- 
reigners, but the public always draws advantage 
from it in its Wars and negociations with foreign 
ſtates. This appears from the practice of all 
rich *and trading ſtates, which have employed 


- mercenary troops hired from their poorer, neigh- 


bors in their wars. Extenſive commerce there- 
fore at length checks itſelf by raifing the price

of all labor and commodities, eſpecially in great 
cities, which in the nature of them are deſtruc- 
tive to ſociety, beget vice and diſorder of all 
kinds, ſtarve the remoter provinces, and even 
ſtarve themſelves by the high price to which they 
raiſe all proviſions; and manufactures gradually 
ſhift their places, leaving thoſe which they have 
already enriched and flying to others, whither 
they are allured by the cheapneſs of proviſions 
and labor, *till they have inriched there alſo, and 
are again baniſhed by the ſame cauſes. And in 
general the dearneſs of every thing from the 
plenty of money, which introduces immoderate 


luxury, irregular expence, idleneſs, dependence 
on the rich, and falſe ideas of rank and ſuperio- 
rity, is a diſadvantage attending an ancient eſta- 
- bliſhed commerce, which ſets bounds to it, by 
enabling the poorer ſtates to underſel the richer 
in all foreign markets. „ NT. 
Tux proviſions and labor ſhould become dear 
by the increaſe of trade is an inconvenience not 
to be avoided, and the natural effect of that 
public wealth and proſperity which are the end 
of all our wiſhes. But this inconvenience ſhould 
not be increaſed by banking and paper credit, by 
counterfeit money which foreigners will never 
accept of, and which any great diſorder in the 
ſtate will reduce to nothing. There are, I grant, 
in every rich ſtate many people who, having 
large ſums of money, prefer paper with good 
ſecurity, as being of more eaſy tranſport and 
ſafe cuftody; but to endeavor artificially to en- 
_ creaſe ſuch a credit can never be the intereſt of 
any trading nation, becauſe of the diſadvantages 
it mult lay them under by increaſing money be-

Puli ſtocks being a kind of paper credit 


have all the diſad vantages attending that ſpecies 
of money. They baniſh gold and filver from

Tux value of goods is never Bed becauſe 
they have not the ſame degree of convenience 
with reſpect to us for any long time, we are 
only ſenſible of their uſefulneſs ſo far as they ex- 
cite our defires. When many forts abound our

conſumption loſes its fire, and all thoſe neglected 
goods are given at a diſcount, When the cic- 
culation of goods is' impaired they riſe in their 
price; when that of ſpecie is impaired goods are 
under- rated and turn to no account.

moves all the wheels of commerce. This flux 


and reflux in the price of things is an occaſion 


of loſing and gaining by turns; it allures men 
to labor and revives circulation.

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FRANCE is the moſt formidable rival o 


Great Britain in commerce; the commodiouſ- 


neſs of her ſea-ports, the fruitfulneſs of her ſoil, 
and all her other advantages for commerce, have 


been much improved by the wiſdom of her 
| licy and the frugality of her people, who are ſo- 
ber and laborious, marry and have flocks of chil- 
dren, which they bring up in labor. France was 
long ago taught by her Sully, that the nobility, 
whatever they may proudly boaſt, would become not 
only uſeleſs, but even dangerous to the ſtate, were 


they once deſtitute of the aid and aſſiſtance which 
om the merchants, artiſts, ſhepherds 
and laborers; that as to the bleſſings and conve- 
niencies of human life, a ſovereign ſtate might bet- 
ter diſpenſe with the churchmen, nobles, officers of 
Juſtice, and all thoſe who are concerned in the ma- 
nagement of the revenue, than with merchants, 
artiſts, ſhepherds and laborers; that trade and na- 
vigation inrich both particulars and the ſtate, and 
make the prince more powerful, more reſpected, and 
more feared by his neighbors; and that ſhe was be- 
| holden to the induſtry and labor of the trader, for

nothing but the peaceful arts of commerce and

Tux great number of ſmugglers, and Flanders 
and Holland traders, as they call themſelves, are 
very prejudicial to our trade. They carry our 
money and wool to France, and bring from 
thence ſuch of her commodities as are prohi- 
bited, or too high rated at the cuſtom-houſe to 
be entered. The numerous tribe in the city, chief- 
ly French, who call themſelves merchants, but 
export nothing but our bullion and money, and 
import nothing but French goods, and ſmuggle 

ſuch as are prohibited; the native merchants 
(truly ſenſible how detrimental it is to trade, that 
ſome ſhould pay duties, whilſt others by fraud 
and male practices ſcreen themſelves and elude 
payment of them, and afraid of being _ 
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fold by theſe gentry) who are tempted to gel 
quantities of ſuch goods per viam Hamburgb, 2 
in large packages of coarſe goods, yarn, 6c. 
which are not opened upon the keys, at leaſt in 
out- ports; the colorers of goods, as they are 
called at the cuſtom-houſe, or thoſe that enter 
one ſpecies of goods for another, as French lawns 
and cambricks under the denomination of :SiJe/ia 
lawns or narrow German linens, for which pur- 
Pole they have them now made — in 
length and breadth, and ſent from French Flanders, 
thro' Germany, to Rotterdam and Hamburg, and 
there ſhipped as German; and the enterers of

Tux want of proper officers to ſee that our 

manufacturers make every thing good in its 

kind, and that they give good weight and mea- 
ſure, and fold the worſt fide outermaſt, is a great a 
detriment to our trade: and it has alſo been a 
great detriment that where ſuch have been ap- 7 
Pointed, by an unhappy abuſe, they have dege- 8 
nerated ſo far as to increaſe the evil they were 
intended to correct. In France this method has 
a 5 hitherto 
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hitherto been practiſed with ſucceſs, and has de- 
feated the fraudulent deſigns of the manufacturers 
and traders, and kept her manufactures in high 
credit: all the goods deſigned for exportation 
from that kingdom undergo a ſtrict inſpection by 
8 officers appointed for that purpoſe, and are com- 
WF pared with the Pattern: delivered in before, in 
order that the bad may be confiſcated, and a fine 


common people are more abandoned and de- 
bauched than thoſe of other nations, that they 
do not increaſe ſo faſt, that our poor deſtroy 
| themſelves by the immoderate uſe of ſpirituous 
| liquors, that they are ſubject do no contr oul, and | 
i that there is no ſuch thing as ſubor dination 
among them. Theſe complaints are doubtleſs 
very juſt with reſpect to ſome of our diſſolute 
poor in this great city; perhaps they may be ſo 
in reſpect to moſt other great cities; for it is 
an old obſervation that great cities are deſtructive 
co ſociety and beget vice and diſorder of all 
kinds; but our poor woollen weavers are that 
part of our laboring poor againſt whom the above 
complaints, and a multitude of others, are lodged 
by the maſter manufacturers. I wiſh there were 
authors among the poor working people, as there 
are among their maſters, we might then form a 
better judgment. I have heard gentlemen, who 
ve in the manufacturing parts of this kingdom, 
tell ſtrange ſtories of the maſters obliging their 
poor workmen to take one half or two thirds, 
ſometimes three fourths of their wages every 
week, in butter, cheeſe, bacon or other provi- 
ſions, which are often weighed out to them by 
3 ng gs light 
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hght weights. This method accounts for what 
ſome of the writing manufacturers advance, viz. 
that in aplentiful ſeaſon their workmen waſte one 
half of their time. I ſuppoſe, becauſe if they 
worked their full time they would loſe ſo much 
by receiving proviſions by light weights and at 
— an advanced price, for their wages, and ſelling 
thoſe proviſions which they could not conſume at 
a conſiderable loſs, that they had rather ſtarve 
_ almoſt than work upon ſuch terms, and only to 
enrich their avaricious employers. I can't help 
thinking but one half of the blame, if equitably 
divided, would fall upon the maſters, and the 
other half upon the workmen. For where the 
poor are accuſtomed to work for low wages, and 
to retain but a ſmall part of the fruit of their 
labor, it is difficult for them to better their con- 
=. dition, or conſpire among themſelves to highten 
1 their wages; nay even where they are accuſtomed 
| to a more plentiful way of life, it is eaſy for the 
| ns maſter manufacturers to conſpire againſt them, 
{| lower their wages, and throw the whole burthen 
of poverty on their ſhoulders; and that ſome of 
them are capable of improving little advantages, 
when they fall in their way, we have had an un- 
happy inſtance in the firſt parcel of cloth which Wi 
was fold to Ruſſia for clothing the army. A 
Poor; weaver is of the ſame ſpecies with his em- 
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i ployer, and every perſon, if poſſible, ought to 
| enjoy the fruits of his labor in a full poſſeſſion 
of all the neceſſaries and ſome of the conve- 
niencies of life; this would not diminiſh the 
| happineſs of the rich, but it would add much 

to that of the poor; it would alſo augment the 
power of the ſtate, which is moſt certainly .wea- = | 

. kened by a too great diſproportion among the 

inhabitants. 1 
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Inhabitants. And this further may be added 
with reſpect to the maſter manufacturers and the 
poor weavers, that where the riches are in few 
hands, thoſe muſt enjoy all power, and will rea- 
dily conſpire to lay the whole burthen of po- 
verty on the poor, and oppreſs them ſtill further, 


to the diſcouragement of all induſtry. 


Ou heavy taxes, which virtually fall upon 


the married ſtate, are inducements to men to re- 
main ſingle. That almoſt every man, who thinks 
he can maintain a family, will have one cannot be 
at all doubted by any who have, in their reading 
or otherways, taken notice. how faſt mankind 
have multiplied in every colony or new ſettle- 
ment where it is an eaſy matter to provide for a 


family, and where men are no way ftraitned 
or confined, as in long eſtabliſned governments. 
There is in the human ſpecies a deſire and power 


of generation more active than is ever univerſally 
exerted, which, was it to act in its full extent, 


unawed by thoſe reſtraints which poverty and ne- 


ceſſity impoſe on it, would ſoon make the world 


too populous. Inſtead of complaining that our 


common people do not increaſe ſo faſt as thoſe 


of other nations, let us render their condition 


more eaſy if poſſible, let us not put an immo- 


derate private gain in competition with the hap- 


pineſs of millions. Theſe reſtraints which men 
lie under moſt certainly proceed from difficulties 


in their ſituations, which it belongs to a wiſe le- 


giſlature carefully to obſerve and remove. Every 
wiſe, juſt and mild government will always 


abound moſt in people, in commodities and 
riches, becauſe it renders the condition of its 
ſubjects ſecure and eaſy; where there is moſt 


happineſs 
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inefs and virtue, and the wiſeſt inſtitutions, 
there will always be moſt people: and when there 
is r6om for more they will always be found, even 


without the affiſtance of a naturalization bill. 


Trade always draws an almoſt inconceivable flux 
of laborious people wherever it is thoroughly 


fixed, and ſuch as cannot be employed in labor 


are not wanted; for it is not the number of ſub- 
jects, but the number of uſeful ſubjects, which 
makes a ftate rich and powerful. The number 
of uſeleſs ſubjects in Great Britain who are in- 
tirely ſubſiſted by the induſtry of others, is al- 
ready enlarged to a greater proportion with that 


of the uſeful ones than in any other trading na- 
tion; and I think we had better be content with 


the acquiſition: of ſuch laborious poor as are al- 
| Iyred by the fair proſpect of bettering their con- 


dition amongſt us by aſſiduity in labor, than pro- 


claim to all the world that we are ready to en- 
tertain the aged, the lame, and the blind from 
every quarter. A general naturalization, though 
ſo earneſtly contended for by ſome wrong-headed 


politicians, (who neither underſtand trade, nor 


conſider how differently the nation is now cir- 
cumftanced from what it was when ſuch mea- 
' ſures proved advantageous to us, but are hurried 
away with general maxims and received notions, 
which they have taken up without any examina- 


tion) would only make the Dutch the carriers of 
our trade, give us an opportunity of laying up 
our ſhipping, and our good neighbors the French

Gol p and filver, more or leſs refined, are ge- 


nerally diſtinguiſhed under the denomination of

W ty-leconds. Then twenty-four caracts will con-

have twelve degrees of goodneſs, called penny 
weights, and each penny weight is divided into 
twenty-four parts called grains.

CHAP. 


C H A P. IV. 
Of Owners and Maſters of Ships. 0 


OV of Ships are the Proprietors of the 
ſame by lawful Title. And a Maſter of a 
Ship is one appointed by the Owners to have 
the Government and Charge thereof, beipg com- 
mitted to his Care and Management during the 
Voyage to be performed. Alſo the Perſons that 
are in a Ship may be thus in Order; the Maſter, 
the Pilot, the Maſter's Mate, the Ship-Carpen- 
ter, the Boatſwain, the Purſer, the Surgeon, the 
Cook, and the Ship's Boy: All the Reſt are 
under the Name of Mariners. 
In reſpect to Owners of Ships, where there are 
divers Part-Owners therein, if a Ship be new 
built, and has never made a Voyage, or is newly 
5 bought, by the Law Marine ſhe ought to be ſub- 
ject to one Voyage upon the common Hazard, 
before any of the Owners ſhall be permitted to 
ſeparate and diſcharge their Parts; (but by the 
Laws of England the Owners may, before any 
ſuch Voyage, convey away or aſſign over their 
Right.) And if there be ſeveral Owners of a 
Ship, and they happen to diſagree, the Ship not- 
withſtanding may make one Voyage, at their 
common Expence, before any Terms of diſſol- 
ving the Partnerſhip ſhall be ſo much as heard; 
if after that they cannot agree, the Party requeſt- 
ing to be diſcharged is to make an Offer of his 
Part to the Reſt at the Price he would either give 
or take, and he ſhall be allowed to ſeparate ; but

in that Place, the poor Partner cannot avoid the 


Oppreſſion of the Richer, then may the Judge of

If the major Part of a 
Ship's Owners and Partners proteſt againſt a 
Voyage, and there is but one left that is for it; 
yet the ſame may be effected by that Party, 
eſpecially if there be an Equality in Partnerſhip.

= 4A Mariner or Seaman is one under the Com- 


mand of the Maſter of a Ship, that is hired 
to work therein and do all common Buſineſs for 
the Sailing, Guiding and Preſervation of the Ship. 
The Ship's Crew are called Mariners, and owe all 


Obedience to the Maſter; who hath the ſupreme 


Rule on Shipboard, and therefore his Authority 


is much countenanced by Law. 


If a Mariner rebels or commits a Fault, and 


che Maſter lifts up the Towel three Times be- 


fore him, and he do not ſubmit, the Maſter at 
the next Place of Land may diſcharge him :

CHAP. VIII. 


Concerning Bankrupts. 


: Bankrupt is a Trader who having gotten 
other Perſons Goods into his Hands, and 
waſted them, is not able to make a ſufficient or 


immediate Satisfaction, but concealeth himſelf 
from Creditors, or commits ſome other Act of 
Bankruptcy: And in general every Perſon who 
gets his Living by buying and felling may, 


upon his failing in Trade, fall under a State of 
Bankruptcy. 
The Subſtance of our Statutes relating to 


Bankrupts is as follows;

A Marine Contract is of Things belonging to 
the Sea, and doth extend in general to 
Ships, Goods and Merchandize; and therefore 
the Lam and Cuſtoms concerning Marine Con- 
tracts are not inſerted in any one Place of this 
Treatiſe, but diſperſed thro: the whole. 
But here it may be proper to take ſome No- 
tice of the Contracts and Agreements of Mer- 
chants, in extraordinary Caſes: And ages 
Regal Contracts are made between, Kings and 
Princes and Merchants, relating to Trade and 
certain Goods and Commend. which cauſed 
the Kings of Portugal formerly to be called Royal 
Merchants. Theſe Contracts of Kings are made 
by Commiſſions granted for that purpoſe to ſome 
great Officers of the Kingdom, who have there. 
by Authority to contract with Merchants and 
others for whatever pe neceflary, Lex Mer- 
Fat. 89. 
The Geben writing of Merchants Contradh 
make many Diſtinctions therein; but the Condr 
tions agreed upon between them are chiefly. ow 
ſiderable, and ought to be well declared, t

this Merchant that did deliver the Money, may.

It hath been uſu 
for Pilots, not only to direct the Ship's Courk, ' 
but alſo to ſteer her too themſelves; as they ar 
ſtill obliged to do amongſt us, when the Ship ha 
any dangerous Place to paſs through, or is ſo nei 
the Shore that a more than ordinary Skill is re. 
quiſite to bring her ſafe off; but otherwiſe, ſuch 
of the other Mariners as are moſt capable of the 
Function, are appointed to do it by turns. 
By the Sea Laws of Wiſbuy, every Pilot, Mate 
or Mariner, that does not underſtand his Buſ- 
neſs, ſhall be obliged to repay to the Maſter what. 
ever Wages he had advanced him, and beſides 
be bound to pay half as much more as he hal 
promiſed him.

CHAP. IX. 
| Of Prifage and Butlerage. 


THE Duty of Priſes or Priſage was origi- 
nally the only one payable upon the Im- 
portation of Wines and foreign Commodities 
Imported, and was taken by Virtue of the regal 
Prerogative for the proper Uſe of the Crown. 
Priſage is a certain taking or purveyance of 
Wines to the King's Uſe, out of every Ship or 
Veſſel bringing in Wine belonging to the * bs 


* 
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of England, except the Merchants of London; the 
Cinque Ports, Southampton and Cheſter, which are 
exempted by particular Charters; to be taken 
upon the breaking of bulk, or unloading an 
part of the Ship's Cargo, according to the whole 
Quantity on board, tho? there be not more than 
one Ton landed; for in this caſe the Duty muſt 
be paid, otherwiſe the Officer collecting it might 
be obliged to travel all over the Kingdom. 
This Duty is either Angle or double: Single 
Priſage is one Ton, and due in kind, when the | 
Quantity of Wine imported amounts to or ex- | 
ceeds ten Tons, but is under twenty Tons; and 
if it be under ten Tons, there is not any Priſage | 
due. The double Priſage Duty is two Tons, | 
| likewiſe due in kind, when the Quantity import- 
ed amounts to or exceeds twenty Tons, which 
is the moſt that is due out of any one Ship; one 
Ton whereof to be taken before, and the other | 
behind the Maſt, at the Pleaſure of the Kings 
Butler or Priſage-Maſter ; who may take where 
he pleaſes, to avoid being defrauded of the Du- 
ty, for two Tons are the King's Due; and he 
may taſte the whole Cargo, and chuſe the beſt | 
Wines, and fill up the Veſſels, or chuſe thoſe } 
that are the fulleſt, and take them away, allow- } 
ing only 205. per Ton for Freight: Or if the | 
Owners had rather, he may compound with them 
for his whole Quantity, at a certain Price. 
Butlerage is a Duty of 25. for every Ton of | 
Wines imported by Merchant Strangers ; being 
a Compoſition (inſtead of the Duty of Priſage 
payable in kind by Eugliſp only) in conſideration 
of the Liberties and Freedoms granted to them 
by Charter, by King Jon and King Edward 
the Firſt; who by a Charter called Charta Mer- |

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 tatoria, made in the thirty-firſt Year of his 
Reign, remitted this Duty of Priſage to all Mer- 
chant-Strangers, who in lieu thereof granted 
him a Duty of 3d. in the Pound, commonly 
called Petty Cuſtom, upon all native Commodi- 
ties exported, over and above the great Cuſtoms .
